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HISTORY  OF  T^IE  AMMONIAPHONE, 

Extracted  from  a  LECTURE  delivered  by 

DR.  CARTER  MOFFAT, 

Inventor  of  the  “  Ammoniaphone,”  and  Discoverer  of  “  Artificial  Italian  Air.”  Formerly  Senior 

and  Principal  Demonstrator  in  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  Edinburgh  ;  Professor 
of  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica  and  Toxicology,  Glasgoso,  and  Technological 
Professor  in  the  Glasgow  College  of  Science  and  Art ;  Italian 
Gold  Medalist ,  with  Diploma  of  Honor. 

(r^fHE  subject  which  I  have  the  honor  to  bring  before  you  this  evening 
Jl  I  i  it,  belongs  to  that  particular  department  of  science  called  chemistry, 
tfm  and  I  shall  best  discharge  my  duties  to-night  by  treating  that  sub- 

ck|  I  f/a  ject  in  as  popular  a  manner  as  I  can.  Speaking  generally,  science 

®~Y  FfcvA  is  a  system  of  facts.  Facts  well  ordained,  well  arranged,  well 
ascertained,  well-digested  facts  constitute  science,  and  the  science 
of  chemistry  has  been  deduced  from  experiments  carried  on  in  a 
particular  direction.  Let  us  understand  that  chemistry  has  to  do  with  almost 
everything.  We  cannot  actually  move  a  step,  nor  think  a  thought,  nor  utter  a 
word,  nor  breathe  a  breath  without  this  science  coming  into  play ;  the  process  of 
respiration,  expiration,  digestion,  combustion,  putrefaction,  and  decay,  even  life 
and  death,  are  all  chemical  operations.  This  science  of  chemistry  has  to  do  with  the 
composition  of  the  air  we  breathe,  the  water  we  drink,  the  food  we  partake  of,  the 
coals  we  burn,  the  composition  of  the  lovely  flowers,  the  poisons  which  injure  us, 
the  minerals  under  the  earth,  the  thousand  of  thousands  of  compounds  we  find  in 
Nature,  and  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  new  materials  capable  of  being  formed 
through  chemical  agency,  by  chemical  transformation.  Of  recent  years  the  com¬ 
position  of  the  atmosphere  immediately  surrounding  the  sun,  moon  and  stars  has 
been  made  known  by  the  agency  of  the  spectroscope,  and  we  can  with  as .  much 
certainty  determine  the  composition  of  the  far-off  planets  as  we  can  a  simple 
mineral  substance  belonging  to  our  earth. 

“  There  is  nothing  new  under  the  sun.”  The  now  favored  method  of  treating 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  by  means  of  inhalation  was  known  and  practiced 
by  Hippocrates  four  or  five  hundred  years  before  the  commencement  of  the 
Christian  era,  and  five  or  six  hundred  years  later  Galen  sent  his  consumptive 
patients  to  the  vicinity  of  Mount  Vesuvius,  that  they  might  inhale  the  sulphuro- 
ammoniacal  exhalations  of  the  soil.  If  the  mountain  won’t  come  to  Mahomet, 
Mahomet  must  go  to  the  mountain,  but  in  this  case  the  mountain  will  come  to 
Mahomet  or  any  other  man. 

It  is  clear  that  the  system  of  inhalation  is  capable  of  indefinite,  or  at  any  rate 
very  extensive  development,  by  adapting  the  remedial  agent  to  the  nature  of  the 
malady  under  treatment. 

Inhalation  is  creeping  into  practice,  in  some  form  or  other,  on  every  hand. 
What  do  we  mean  by  “  change  of  air,”  but  that  we  must  vary  our  inhalation  by 
substituting  the  ozone  of  the  sea-shore  or  the  mountain-top  for  the  vitiated  atmos¬ 
phere  of  great  cities,  or  of  apartments  defective  in  their  arrangements  for  ventila¬ 
tion.  In  fact,  what  do  we  mean  by  ventilation  itself  except  a  continual  freshening 
of  the  air  we  inhale,  so  as  to  prevent  the  injurious  consequences  of  inhaling  air 
which  has  been  used  up  and  vitiated  before  it  is  used  by  us. 

Up  to  a  comparatively  recent  period,  strange  prejudices  existed  against  treat¬ 
ment  by  inhalation ;  but  these  are  gradually  clearing  away,  as  the  mists  of  the 
early  dawn  disappear  before  the  rising  sun  of  daily  and  indisputable  experience. 

Dr.  Carpenter,  in  his  standard  work  on  Physiology,  says :  “  The  pulmonary 
surface  affords  a  most  advantageous  channel  for  the  introduction  of  certain  medi- 
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cines  which  can  be  raised  in  vapor,  when  it  is  desired  to  affect  the  system  with 
them  speedily  and  powerfully ;  and  it  is  most  astonishing  to  witness  the  extraordi¬ 
nary  increase  in  potency  which  many  substances  exhibit  when  they  are  brought 
into  relation  with  the  blood  in  the  gaseous  form.’’ 

Dr.  Hyde  Salter  says :  “  The  air-passages  are  peculiarly  favorably  placed  for 
topical  medication,  and  the  movements  of  respiration  supply  us  with  a  valuable  and 
easy  means  of  conveyance.” 

Having  these  facts  before  me,  I  conceived  the  rather  curious  idea  that  the 
celebrity  of  Italy  as  a  health  resort  for  invalids  was  due  to  something  in  the  air. 

I  early  began  to  make  chemical  experiments,  to  prepare  all  kinds  of  gases,  solid 
substances,  and  fluid  bodies,  and  to  inhale  and  partake  of  these  materials.  For 
more  than  seven  years,  while  I  was  the  Principal  Demonstrator  in  the  Royal  Col¬ 
lege  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,  I  carried  out  my  experiments  in  chemistry  and  in 
electricity.  On  being  elected  Professor  of  Chemistry  in  Glasgow,  I  continued  to 
carry  out  experiments,  hoping  to  determine  the  point.  I  amassed  an  immense 
amount  of  valuable  information,  but  chiefly  of  a  negative  character.  I  attended 
the  post-mortem  rooms  of  the  Glasgow  Royal  Infirmary,  and  made  some  thirty- 
five  analyses  of  the  miliary  tubercles  in  the  lungs  of  persons  who  had  died  from 
consumption,  and  tried  to  investigate  every  point  relative  to  the  subject  of  the 
treatment  of  bronchial  and  pulmonary  affections  by  the  aid  of  chemical  and  elec¬ 
trical  science. 

A  little  over  ten  years  ago,  I  was  requested  by  a  London  firm  to  proceed  to 
Southern  Italy,  to  the  Valley  of  the  Pescara,  province  of  Chieti,  Abruzzi  Mount¬ 
ains,  to  conduct  some  chemical  investigation.  No  sooner  had  I  reached  the  shores 
of  the  Adriatic,  than  I  perceived  the  peculiar  tint  of  the  vegetation  to  be  quite 
dfferent  from  what  it  is  in  our  own  country.  My  chemical  knowledge  at  once 
informed  me  that  the  yellow  green  tint  of  the  grass ,  the  vine,  the  olive,  was  due  to 
something  in  the  air. 

My  first  analysis  in  Southern  Italy,  to  determine  what  was  present  in  the 
air  to  account  for  the  yellow  green  tint  of  the  vegetation,  was  a  dew-drop. 
Roaming  from  plain  to  plain  and  valley  to  valley,  I  made  over  seventy-three  analy¬ 
ses  of  the  air  and  dew.  I  went  to  the  valley  in  which  the  celebrated  sympathetic 
tenor  Giuglini  was  brought  up,  and  in  that  peaceful  spot  I  found  the  atmosphere 
almost  saturated  with  peroxide  of  hydrogen  and  free  ammonia.  I  noted  the 
maximum  proportion  of  hydrogen  peroxide  to  be  present  in  the  air  about  from 
eleven  to  two  in  day-time,  dwindling  down  to  a  mere  trace  at  dusk,  and  develop¬ 
ing  with  the  sunlight.  The  free  ammonia  appeared  to  be  present  in  always 
about  the  same  amount,  no  matter  what  hour  of  the  day.  Scientists,  chemists,  and 
natural  philosophers  had  not  at  any  time  previously  observed  the  existence  of 
hydrogen  peroxide  in  the  air  of  Italy,  and  of  free  ammonia  in  larger  amounts  than 
it  appears  to  exist  in  any  country. 

Full  of  hqpe,  and  certain  that  I  had  solved  the  problem,  I  proceeded  home  to 
Glasgow.  So  successful  did  my  experiments  prove,  that  I  determined  to  relin¬ 
quish  all  my  appointments,  to  give  up  completely  my  professor  and  lectureships, 
and  to  devote  years  of  necessary  labor  to  elaborate  my  discovery.  It  was  not 
without  many  anxious  thoughts  and  grave  musings  that  I  concluded  to  do  so.  I 
resigned  all,  and  went  out  of  Glasgow  some  fifteen  miles,  took  the  farm  of  Silver- 
burn,  Newarthill,  Lanarkshire,  fitted  up  two  laboratories,  and  set  to  work.  In  the 
calm  and  quiet  of  a  rustic  home  I  have  elaborated  the  discovery :  the  instrument 
is  called  the  Ammoniaphone. 

The  marvellous  and  well-authenticated  cases  of  which  we  hear  from  time  to 
time,  showing  the  beneficial  results  of  inhalation  in  cases  of  catarrh,  asthma,  con¬ 
sumption,  and  pulmonary  affections  are  not  less  strange  or  less  true — and  may  we 
say  not  less  difficult  to  believe  by  those  who  will  not  be  at  the  pains  to  inquire  into 
and  verify  such  statements — than  the  illustrative  cases  which  have  from  time  to 
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time  been  put  forward  to  show  what  may  be  done  in  the  way  of  improving  the  vocal 
tone  by  those  who  (thanks  to  the  Ammoniaphone)  can  now  inhale  Italian  air,  or 
its  exact  chemical  equivalents,  without  leaving  their  own  homes,  much  less  being 
at  the  trouble  and  expense  of  going  to  Mount  Vesuvius,  as  the  patients  of  Galen 
had  to  do  1800  years  ago. 

The  Ammoniaphone  is  therefore  neither  a  nostrum  nor  a  catholicon,  but  a 
simple,  rational,  and  scientific  method  for  the  topical  application  of  medical  com¬ 
pounds,  the  chemical  equivalents  of  the  sulphuro-ammoniacal  exhalations  of 
the  Italian  soil  which  Hippocrates  and  Galen,  the  very  earliest  authorities  and  pro¬ 
fessors  of  the  healing  art,  employed  so  long  ago  and  with  results  so  satisfactory.

There  are  many  persons  who  have  haemorrhagic  diathesis  and  tendency  to 
lung  bleeding,  and  also  there  are  those  whose  lungs  are  in  a  weakly  and  disorgan¬ 
ized  condition,  who  from  phthisis,  or  it  may  be  other  complaints,  are  in  constant 
danger  of  hoemoptysis. 

By  the  injection  by  inhalation  into  the  lungs  of  volatile  antiseptics  of  the 
cressylic,  terebinthic,  carbolic,  pyridic,  toludic,  piperic,  and  many  other  undeter¬ 
mined  series,  it  is  possible  to  instantly  stop  the  bleeding. 

The  ordinary  Ammoniaphone,  saturated  as  it  is  with  peroxide  of  hydrogen, 
amide  of  hydrogen,  and  ammonia,  is  further  drenched  with  the  highly  volatile  anti¬ 
septics  named,  and  when  a  rapid  current  of  air  is  drawn  into  the  lungs  through  the 
instrument,  the  air  becomes  supersaturated  with  the  antiseptics,  which  impinge  on 
the  injured  vein  or  artery  in  the  lung,  with  the  result  that  in  a  few  moments  the 
bleeding  ceases,  and  by  continuing  the  inhalations  several  times  daily  the  broken 
lung  vessel  becomes  cemented  up  with  coagulated  hcematosine.  All  educated 
medical  scientists  are  aware  that  the  albuminous  and  fibrinous  matters  in  blood  are 
coagulated  by  antiseptics  of  the  series  just  mentioned,  as  well  as  by  many  others. 
Here,  then,  we  have  a  means  at  hand,  always  ready  for  use.  of  doing  good  in  a 
moment;  and  I  have  now  seen  a  number  of  cases,  so  that,  alike  in  theory  and  in 
practice,  the  inhalation  of  volatile  antiseptics,  employed  in  the  manner  stated,  is 
correct. 

Already  prejudice  is  fast  becoming  dissipated,  and  many  of  the  best  known 
medical  authorities  in  the  world  have  considered  it  their  duty  to  advocate  the 
daily  use  of  the  Ammoniaphone  in  the  many  obscure  throat  and  chest  affections, 
as  well  as  voice  ailments  and  deafness,  that  so  frequently  come  under  their  notice. 

Thus  does  chemical  science  effect  curious  changes  and  discoveries.  Our 
grandfathers,  had  they  been  told  that  the  spectroscope,  the  telephone,  the  tele¬ 
graph,  the  electric  light,  the  photophone,  the  microphone,  the  audiphone,  were  all 
to  be  of  the  highest  value,  would  have  shaken  their  heads  and  said  it  cannot  be. 
The  Ammoniaphone,  then,  with  its  power  of  producing,  artificially,  Italian  air,  may 
be  placed  side  by  side  with  these  instruments  and  discoveries,  in  its  power  to  do 
good.  We  must  not  calculate  a  man’s  worth  by  considerations  connected  with  his 
grandfather,  so  we  ought  not  to  calculate  the  value  of  a  discovery  by  the  date  of 
its  history. 

We  have  the  satisfaction  of  viewing  the  knowledge  of  Nature  not  only  in  a 
state  of  advancement,  but  even  advancing  with  increasing  rapidity,  and  the  uni¬ 
versal  diffusion  of  a  taste  for  science  appears  to  promise,  that  as  the  number  of 
cultivators  increase,  new  and  useful  discoveries  will  be  made,  and  those  already 
known  will  be  better  understood  and  more  beneficially  applied.

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AMMONIAPHONE, 

FOR  THE  IMPROVEMENT  OF  VOCAL  TONE. 

( Extract  from  an  Article  in  the  “  Musical  Standard,")

I^MONGST  the  numerous  appliances  that  have  been  introduced  of  late 
years  into  the  treatment  of  affections,  the  invention  of  Dr.  Carter 
Moffat  is  the  most  recent,  and  as  it  is  now  becoming  so  well  known, 
and  its  merits  so  generally  admitted,  I  have  thought  an  account  of  it 
may  not  prove  uninteresting. 

The  Italian  Peninsula,  with  the  exception  of  the  plains  of  Lom¬ 
bardy,  is  distinctly  of  volcanic  character  and  origin.  It  has  been 
ascertained  with  absolute  certainty  that  in  the  atmosphere  of  Italy  free  ammonia 
(NH,)  is  present  to  a  far  greater  extent  than  even  in  the  air  of  many  parts  of  the 
sea-coasts  of  other  countries,  and  also  that  numerous  small  lakes  are  largely  im¬ 
pregnated  with  this  volatile  alkali.  The  inquirer  therefore  assumed  that  by  the 
action  of  sunlight  and  heat,  considerably  assisted  by  the  ozone  (020  /  derived  from 
the  sea  air,  combined  with  moisture  (H20),  ammonia  was  set  free  from  the  exten¬ 
sive  volcanic  districts  in  which  a  salt  of  this  gas,  sulphate  of  ammonia 
[(NH4)2S04]  was  contained.  Collaterally,  also,  an  ingredient  was  formed,  and 
one  which  had  not  previously  been  observed  by  scientific  experimenters. 

Dr.  Carter  Moffat  made  over  seventy  analyses  of  the  air  and  the  dew  in  the 
plains  and  valleys  of  various  districts  of  Southern  Italy,  especially  those  of  the 
Valley  of  Pescara,  province  of  Chieti,  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Abruzzi  mount¬ 
ains,  and  found,  without  a  single  exception,  peroxide  of  hydrogen  (H2()2)  and  free 
ammonia  (NH3)  to  a  larger  extent  than  existed  elsewhere. 

The  employment  of  peroxide  of  hydrogen  in  the  treatment  of  diseaser  is  no 
novelty.  Dr.  B.  W.  Richardson,  nearly  twenty  years  ago,  recorded  that  it  relieved 
the  paroxysms  of  whooping-cough,  alleviated  chronic  bronchitis  with  dyspepsia, 
and  operated  favorably  in  the  early  stage  of  phthisis  by  improving  digestion  and 
increasing  the  activity  of  chalybeate  or  ferruginous  remedies ;  in  the  later  stages 
of  this  last-named  malady  affording  relief  to  the  dyspnoea  and  oppression,  acting 
like  opium  in  this  respect  without  causing  the  narcotic  effects  of  that  drug. 

The  first  circumstance  that  struck  the  inventor  of  the  Ammoniaphone  upon 
reaching  the  shores  of  the  Adriatic  was  the  peculiar  yellow  green  tint  of  the  grass , 
the  vine,  the  olive,  and  even  of  the  cabbage,  thus  exhibiting  a  striking  contrast 
with  the  brilliant  green  of  the  English  vegetation.  The  green  of  the  Italian  vege¬ 
tation  is  of  an  autumnal  sombre  hue.  A  knowledge  of  chemistry  suggested  that 
this  peculiar  hue  was  consequent  upon  some  chemical  action  going  on  in  the  air  of 
the  country.  The  air  of  the  valley  in  which  the  celebrated  operatic  tenor  Giuglini 
was  brought  up  was  found,  upon  analysis,  to  be  impregnated  with  a  considerable 
amount  of  perQxir  e  of  hydrogen  and  free  ammonia.  The  maximum  proportion  of 
peroxide  of  hydrogen  was  present  in  the  air  from  about  eleven  to  two  o’clock  in 
the  daytime,  dwindling  down  to  a  mere  trace  at  dusk  and  developing  with  the  sun¬ 
light.  The  free  ammonia  seemed  to  be  present  always  in  about  the  same  amount, 
regardless  of  the  time  of  day. 

From  these  analyses  of  the  air  and  dew  of  the  Italian  valleys,  Dr.  Carter  Mof¬ 
fat  conceived  the  idea  of  the  Ammoniaphone,  and  after  many  years’  experimental- 
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izing  with  innumerable  chemical  combinations  of  gases  arrived  at  the  ingredients 
of  the  instrument. 

Any  one  who  is  in  the  habit  of  traveling  by  railway  and  passing  through  long 
tunnels,  or  who  has  suddenly  come  across  the  vapor  arising  during  the  repair  of  an 
asphalte  pavement,  or  who  has  suddenly  entered  a  room  impregnated  with  tobacco 
smoke,  is  well  acquainted  with  the  highly-irritating  atmosphere  he  thereby  encoun¬ 
ters.  In  the  first  instance  the  lungs  are  the  recipients  of  such,  noxious  gases  as 
sulphurous  anhydride  (S02),  carbonic  oxide  (CO),  and  carbonic  anhydride  (C02), 
substances  which  act  most  deleteriously  upon  the  vocal  organs.  Per  contra,  by 
inhaling  a  balmy  vapor  such  as  is  contained  in  the  Ammoniaphone,  it  is  claimed 
that  a  correspondingly  advantageous  state  of  affairs  is  induced. 

If  one  vapor  will  cause  an  irritating  sensation  when  inhaled  into  the  lungs,  it 
is  quite  a  fair  argument  that  there  may  be  another,  or  others,  which  have  exactly 
the  contrary  effect. 

Amide  of  hydrogen  (H,NH2)  is  the  peculiar  constituent  of  the  atmosphere  of 
Italy,  but  the  compound  employed  in  the  Ammoniaphone  is  so  highly  condensed 
that  upon  drawing  the  air  through  it,  it  is  many  times  stronger  than  the  actual 
Italian  air.  Amide  of  hydrogen  is  a  gentle  oxidizing  agent  of  a  sedative  character. 

Some  chemical  change  is  brought  about  by  the  action  of  the  atmospheric  air 
(which  is  inhaled)  upon  the  ingredients  contained  in  the  Ammoniaphone,  viz. : 
ammonia  and  peroxide  of  hydrogen — and  this  ‘‘ artificial  Italian  air”  is  an  amide 
of  hydrogen.  The  reactions  that  occur  may  be  thus  expressed  : 

Amide  of  hydrogen  is  represented  by  the  formula  H.NH2,  i.  e  ,  hydrogen 
united  to  a  compound  radical  amidogen.  It  is  in  reality  an  isomer  of  ammonia 
gas,  NH3,  which  may  be  shown  thus  :

The  chemical  reactions  which  take  place  in  the  air  of  Italy  then  maybe  repre¬ 
sented  as  follows:  Ammonia  gas  (NH3),  together  with  peroxide  of  hydrogen 
(H202),  moisture  [aqueous  vapor  (H20;j,  and  ozone  (020',  yield,  water  (H20), 
oxygen  (O),  and  amide  of  hydrogen  (H,NH2).  The  equation  standing  thus: 

nh3  +  h2o2  +  h2o+ 020  =  2h2o+o4h-hnh2. 

In  the  Ammoniaphone  are  contained  free  ammonia  and  peroxide  of  hydrogen, 
and  the  action  of  the  oxygen  contained  in  the  air  inhaled  through  these  ingredients 
produces  water,  oxygen,  and  amide  of  hydrogen,  thus — 

nh3+h2o2^o  =  H20  +  02  +  HNH2 

exactly  corresponding  to  the  results  which  are  obtained  by  reaction  in  the  air  of  Italy. 

The  artificial  Italian  air  acts  by  a  process  of  gentle  oxidation.  By  its  inhala¬ 
tion  remarkable  elasticity  and  power  are  conferred  upon  the  vocal  cords,  and  the 
lung-vesicles  becoming  filled  with  this  air,  distinct  oxidation  is  set  up.  By  its  use, 
for  some  time,  expansion  of  the  chest  takes  place,  with  a  feeling  of  increased  lung- 
space  and  power  of  voice.  It  invigorates  the  nervous  centres  of  respiration,  thus 
setting  up  a  tonic  reaction  of  the  larynx  and  the  organs  of  the  thorax. 

It  is  ridiculous  to  suppose  that  such  artistes  as  Adelina  Patti  and  Marie  Roze 
would  only  fancy  that  the  inhalation  did  their  voices  good.  Every  drug  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  might  be  open  to  the  remark,  Post  hoc  non  propter  hoc,  a 
sequence  not  a  consequence,  but  if  patients  declare  they  are  better  after  a  certain 
remedy,  this  evidence  can  hardly  be  regarded  as  unsatisfactory. 

The  Ammoniaphone  is  very  useful  in  keeping  the  voice  in  good  order,  and  in 
lessening  the  susceptibility  to  catching  cold.  Its  effect  in  strengthening  the  vocal 
cords  accounts  for  the  extension  of  the  compass.  It  relieves  hoarseness,  huskiness, 
catarrh,  and  collections  of  mucus,  and  is  useful  in  the  treatment  of  relaxed  throat. 
There  is  no  room  for  doubt  that  its  contents  form,  upon  inhalation,  a  combination 
which  acts  with  immense  benefit  upon  the  larynx  and  respiratory  organs  generally.
